4TH CELEBRATION 
TRAFFIC DEATHS 
SETS NEW RECORD 


Traffic deaths in Mississippi 
during the long so-called Fourth 
of July celebration set a new 


record in holiday carnage. 

According to Commissioner of 
Public Safety Tom Scarborough, 
18 motorists had perished in auto 
accidents at midnight Sunday, 
July 7. Fear that several persons 
now listed as critically injured 
may die and push the death figure 
still higher was expressed by the 
concerned Commissioner. 

The unusually long holiday cel- 
ebration began at 6 p. m. Wed- 
nesday, July 3 

The Highway Patrol had pre- 
dicted at the outset of the Fourth 
that eight to ten motorists would 
be killed; however, a two car 
head-on collision near Oxford 
early Sunday morning snuffed out 
nine lives in one blinding crash, 
pushing the weekend slaughter to 
an unprecedented high. 


The Oxford accident was the’ 


worst in the nation in lives lost 
over the Fourth, according to the 
National Safety Council. 
Mississippi’s alarming Fourth 
death toll occurred despite con- 
centrated press, radio and tele- 
vision warning that driving would 
be hazardous, and the warning 
by the Patrol that strict traffic 
law enforcement could be expect- 
ed. 
Commissioner Scarborough, com- 
menting on the slaughter, soberly 
pointed out that in the fatal anal- 
ysis of accident prevention, it is 
always the individual driver who 
decides safety on.the highway.

The practice heading the list 
was New Pastures established, at 
the rate of 415 acres on 15 
farms; next was Tree Planting, 
at the rate of 284 acres on 28 
farms; there was some limited 
amounts of Contour farming, Cov- 
er Cropping, Crop Rotation, 
Woodland Thinning, and Irriga- 
tion Water Management practices 
carried out on farms in the Dis- 
trict this period. - 

The practices neglected this 
period, which are equally impor- 
tant in Conserving Soil and Wat- 
er, were the engineering construc- 
tion practices, such as stock wa- 
ter ponds, ditches, and drainage 
areas.

NEW VERSION OF 42- 
GALLON BARREL GIVEN 


A unit of measure that exists 
only on paper is the oil industry's 
standard for keeping statistics. It 
is the 42-gallon barrel In the 
early days of oil, customers 
bought oil in barrels which they 
supplied and transported them- 
selves Almost any size barrel 
would do. To eliminate irregu- 
larities, a group of West Virginia 
producers in 1866 proclaimed the 
Elion its standard measure. They 
further agreed to give buyers an 


extra two gallon of oil for every 


40 gallons purchased. While they 
specified the gallon as the meas- 
ure, it wasythe 42-gallon barrel 
that gradually emerged as the 
common unit.

The executive order also ex 
empts from registration and liza-
